The contract will be in the approximate amount of $554,149 per year
for food preparation and an additional $40,434.70 per year for delivery to LCF
and the Juvenile Detention Center. In addition, negotiated prices for ARAMARK
to provide food services and delivery to CMHC are as follows: $1.114 per meal
and $200.56 per week for delivery. Term of the agreement shall be September
1, 2002 through August 31, 2005 with one, three-year renewal option.

D. Correction of clerical errors on a cooperative agreement with the State of
Nebraska, Department of Health and Human Services for wraparound services
to state wards who reside in Lancaster County. The corrections are as follows:

1. Delete references to County responsibility for costs necessary to
implement and maintain the shared management information system.
2. The County shall accept 70 youth instead of 77 youth by October 1,
2002 and the County will accept the remaining 121 not 114 youth by
December 1, 2002.
